3. I shall propose to the Society that you should draw on them half-yearly (in 
the mildle of each half-year), for the amount fixed for your income. For example, 
you will draw for that which is due for the next half-year, by a bill dated September 
39th, which shall be negotiated for you here by the Diocesan Treasurer, E, Buooth, 
Esq. After I have received your statement, you will be provided with the forms of 
the bill (with the amount) for your sigaature, which you will retura to me with the 
letter of advice required by the Society. 


4. If you are in charge of a Mission to the heathen, or among the coloured popa- 
lation in the Colony, I must request you to send to me, with as little delay as possible, 
an estimate of the expenses of your Mission for the next half-year, viz:—from Jaly 
Ist, to December 31st. As regards incidental expenses, it will be prolably desirable 
in the state of the Missions in this Diocese, that most of these should be at present 
drawn for by myself in a separate account, under the general head of contingencies and | 
incidental expenses for the whole Diocese; but I must request you to be explicit in he 
detailing the several headso f expenditure.

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leave the path I most prefer, and enter upon that thorny field — 
[ thoroughly disiike. By authority, indeed, I may be 
partially silenced, but it is for your Lordship to consider how 
far such silencing is in accordance with the mind of the 
English Church ; but till that time comes I shall not hesitate 
to speak out plainly what I believe to be the teaching of the 
Church. That teaching which was sanctioned by one Bishop, 
can scarcely become untrue under the jurisdiction of another. 
—=in this case the laws and doctrine of the Church are above 
both of us, —to admit that canonical obedience requires us to 
vary our teaching according to the will and opinion of any 
individual Bishop, is the very first principle of the rankest 
Popery. And yet, my Lord, if I am permitted to preach, 
how can you deny the right to my second Master, should he 
be in Orders before his arrival, supposing him to hold views 
similar to my own, which I distinctly understand you to 
condemn? He would, of necessity, come with the tes- 
timonials of three beneficed clergymen, to whom he had 
been known three years,—and that testimonial would be 
countersigned by the Bishop of his diocese, and would 
declare him to be a fit and proper person to teach and preach. 
On what ground could your Lordship turn upon those three 
clergymen, and that English Bishop, and say,—‘“ this nian, 
whom I have never seen before, differs from me, and I place 
my ban upon him, and throngh him, on those who have given 
their testimony to him?” Why, my Lord, what could the 
Bishop of Rome do more than this ¢ 


Your Lordship reflects on my publishing our difference 
to the word,—how is it to be avoided? or howshould I have 
to answer those who would ask me why my second Master, 
a clergyman like myself, takes no part in the public teaching 
of his Church? But there is another point of view which 
seems to have been overlooked. That second Master is to 
be sclected and appointed, as I told your Lordship, by 
Archdeacon Hardie, in conjunction, by my request, with 
Professor Browne, which last tact, your Lordship says, causes 
you to “ have less apprehension on this point ;"—{ may say 
now, that so far from wishing to promote dissension or opposi- 
tion, I particularly asked Mr. Hardie to select a man of firm 
but moderate views, so that there might be less fear of a 
collision with your Lordship on these points. But if Mr. 
Hardie possesses so little of your Lordship’s confidence, that 
you cannot give a spiritual charge to a man appointed by 
hin, and backed by the testimonials I have mentioned, 


e may fairly ask, what is your Lordship’s care for those souls 
in Kaffraria, that Church in King William’s Town, specially 
given into Mr. Hardie’s hands.

With regard to the appointment of Vice-Principal of the | 


College, when such an officer is wanted, the right of appoint- 
ment was given to me by Bishop Armstrong, and it is utterly 
unreasonable to suppose that I will voluntarily yield a point 
so important,—that. I will consent in fact to have my own 
office superseded, and my own teaching nullified by such a 
step. I can only say, that while I remain Principal, there 
will either be no Diocesan College at work, or I shall select 
my own Vice-Principal. Should I, at any future time, think 
proper to resign that office, of course your Lordship could 
make a new appointment, with a change of constitution in 
the College, but I scarcely think you would, on consideration, 
throw into it such an element of discord, or adopt a course so 
calculated to prevent efficient work,—nay, more, a step which 
might, at a future time, and under a successor to your Lord- 
ship, as much militate against your views and wishes, as 
your proposed change does against those of your predeces- 
sor. I would also ask you, my Lord, whether this proposed 
interference in his most cherished work, is that carrying out 
of Bishop Armstrong’s plans, to which, we understand, you 
publicly pledged yourself in England. 
But there is another point on which I must remark. Your 
Lordship thinks that, in the Grammar School, I am “ doing 
good service to Christ and His Church ;” now, if my teach- 
ing is so erroneous and so dangerous that theological students 
are not to be committed to my charge, what am I to suppose 
is your estimate of early training? or is the faith by which a 
boy is saved, different to the faith which justifies the man? 
As regards your Lordship’s allusion to being visitor of the 
College, I do net see how it touches the point in question. 
I think, and I thought so when some allusion was made toa 
it on a previous occasion by Mr. Cornford, that you quite 
mis-concelye our relative positions, and your rights in that 
respect Iam not aware that the visitor has usually any 
authority except when appealed to in case of dispute, or to 
settle any question of the College Statutes, which, in our 
case, do notexist. I must altogether disclaim any right of 
interference with our internal arrangements on that plea. I 
do not know whether your Lordship has taken the Sunday 
evening sermon in the Chapel on this ground, but I think, 
in any case, (and I fancy your Lordship will agree with me,) 
that, after all which has passed, it will be more agreeable to 


2 
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us both, that I should conduet my own service :—any other 
course will only give oceasion for further difference. I am 
not likely to hide my views, nor are others; and when yon 
accepted office in a diocese at unity in itself, as you would 
have known, had you not been, as we must suppose, misled 
by the statements of a party, you could scarcely expect that 
we should change our teaching, or be more guarded in pro- 
claiming what we believe to be the truth. Nor were we much 
conciliated, nor our confidence increased by your Lordship’s 
first acts, though, for the sake of peace, (and I think now 
it was a mistake on our part,) we were silent. 


I have written freely, but I know too well the incompati- 
bility of the principles we respectively advocate —the 
hopelessness of their being brought into accordance by any 
process of argument, when they have once been brought 
together in hostile array, to suppose that anything will be of 
avail except the utmost plainness and decision both of speech 
and act. I have seen enough of the working of the principles 
advocated by those of your Lordship’s views to know that it 
is not, in ordinary cases, a question of truth made clear by 
argument, but of opinions, true or not, silenced by the strong 
hand, either of legal power, or of popular opinion, if it can 
be brought to bear, and I have long ago been convinced that 
the force of argument will be of small account, when the use 
of an authoritative restraint appears available. 


I quite allow that considerable latitude of opinion is 
permitted within the bounds of the English Church, but when 
authority is employed to narrow those bounds, no matter 
from which extreme it be exercised, it becomes a question no 
longer of implicit obedience, but of the maintenance of a 
right, and when your Lordship attempts to silence the 
expression of opinions opposite to your own, or to punish 
them, (for, however much may be said in your letter of 
freedom of speech and thought, this is the practical bearing 
of your act,) I maintain that the limits have been overstepped, 
and however I may be forced to bow to might, 1 am not 
bowing to right. Nor was the English Reformation founded 
upon such principles of obedience as these. But the liberty 
of conscience, and the frzedom of speech, of which so much 
is said by those who think as your Lordship does, too often 

rove showy words to catch the people,—an unreal mockery, 
it we fancy them areality. Itis freedom of speech, so long 
as we are willing to speak as they do,—liberty of thought, so 
long as our opinions do not clash. Once let us think differ- 
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ently, or speak as we think, and straightway we are corrupt- 
ers of the truth, Judaizing teachers, Anti-christian, or worse, 
if it may be. And we are to sit quietly under the obloquy, 
meekly fold our hands, and hold our peace.

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DIOCESE OF GRAHAMSTOWN, 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


In March last the Bishop of Grahamstown left his Diocese for 
a short visit to England, to aseertain the prospect of continued 
Sa for his Missions at an eventful crisis, and to seek additional 
aid from the Church at home. 

Although he has found a cordial response to this appeal wherever 
he has been able to plead his cause, yet to obtain the Funds re- 
quired by personal appeals would demand a prolonged absence from 
his Diocese, which, in the present state of the work, would be very 
undesirable. He is therefore now returning to South Africa ; but 
on his at eet he puts forth this Statement, in the hope that it 
may reach many before whom he has been anable to bring the 
mer a8 personally, but whose hearts God may dispose to co-operate 
wi La 


The aid he seeks became ne from the result of the extra- 
ordinary delusion among the frontier Kafir tribes within his Diocese 
in 1856, which led them, under the influence of a false prophet, to 
destroy all their cattle and means of subsistence. In the famine 
which followed, during 1857, not less than 50,000 persons died of 
sturvation. 

In this time of distress the Bishop was able to gather round the 
Missions, and bring under Christian instruction, a large native 
ay ercnper before inaccessible, and many orphan and deserted 
children were cast upon his charge and received into the Mission 
Schools for support and instruction. 

The meth then adopted have been blessed to an extent 
exceeding the most sanguine anticipations. A vigorous Christian 
Church, counting its baptized members by hun has been 
raised up in the last two years, and the ing-schools on the 
Mission-stations afford the means of giving a thoroughly Christian 
education to many of this very remarkable tribe, who may here- 
after carry the Gospel to their own and other African nations. 

For the support of an increased Missionary staff amongst the 
Kafir Tribes of his Diocese, the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel ix Foreign Paris:‘has made an additional grant of £1,200 per 


annum. 
The Society for ing Christian Knowledge has also granted 

for the present year the Canning Fund (about £356) towards the 

maintenance of the Schools, besides other aid for School-Ch 


and Churches in the Diocese. Towards the support of the children 
and the industrial employment of the natives, assistance has been 
hitherto received from the Governor of the Cape Colony, Sir George

Grey, out of grants made by the Imperial Parliament towards the 
civilization of the Kafir tribes. The expected return of Sir George 
Grey to the Colony gives every reason to hope that the aid of ar 
Government will be continued ; but it has been always quite in- | a ; ft lg 
sufficient to meet the heavy expenses incurred: and successive oe ay 
misfortunes during the t two years,—by the famine, which more ae Bee 
than exhausted all available resources, by severe droughts, which a oe a 
have made the necessaries of life exorbitantly dear, and by fires on ee 
the Stations, one of which consumed the Mission-house of St. fo teog 
Mark’s and large stores of food and clothing belonging to the 
Schools,—have greatly embarrassed the Missionary operations. The 
estimated annual expense of the Schools alone (without that of the 
Missionary staff, which is borne by the Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel) is £2,500; but it is hoped that the expense of main- 
taining the children may be ually diminished by their in- 
dustrial employme:.., and that the Schools may become in five or 
six years almost self-supporting. 

Although the rapid extension of the Missions among the natives 
was the immediate cause for the Bishop’s visit to England, yet the 
maintenance of the Church among the English population, scattered 
over a Diocese as large as the whole of England, also imposes very 
heavy responsibilities upon him. : 

The contributions of the people towards the support of the 
ministry have greatly increased during the two past years; but 
from the effects of previous Kafir wars, the difficulties presented 
are very great, and several of the towns, and more of the country 
districts, are yet destitute of any resident Clergyman. At this time 
also, 300 new farms in British Kaffraria have been allotted to 
settlers, and additional Clergy will be necessary for that District, 
as well as for the German immigrants, who are to a great extent 
dependent on the English Church for spiritual instruction. 

uring the Bishop's visit to England, he has been able to raise 
about £2,500, and has received promise of annual subscriptions of 
about £300, principally for the support of the Schools, for which 
he returns his grateful acknowledgments. It will be evident, how- 
ever, from the preceding statement, that more aid will be necessary 
to enable him to carry on effectively a work of such magnitude at 
this important crisis. |
